Reasons 
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Dl describes a semiconductor substrate having a via hole passing 
through opposing surfaces. A slanted region configured on a 
surface of a semiconductor substrate is described in D2 . Further 
a semiconductor substrate having an electrically conductive 
circuit pattern is found in D3 respectively. 

2 . The subject application does not comply with the requirements 
under Patent Law Section 37 in respect to the followings: 

2.1 The invention of product as defined in claim 1 does not 
appear to be identical to any of those as defined in claims 9-13 
in respect to either the problem(s) to be solved or primary 
portion (s) of essential constituent feature (s). 

2.2 The invention of product defined in claim 1 does not seem 
to be any of a machine, an implement, an apparatus and the like 
which could be used directly for carrying out the methods as 
defined in the inventions of claims 25-33. 

Further it appears that the methods defined in claims 25-33 are 
not those for producing, using or processing the product as 
defined in claim 1. 

Since the present application violates Section 37 of the 
Patent Law. Therefore, the examination is not being carried out 
in respect to compliance with the requirements under Sections 
other than Section 37 with regard to the claims except claims 
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1-8 and claims 14-24 



For the claims other than those specified in the 
Notification of Refusal, no reason for refusal has been found 
up to the present . Ifanyfurther reason ( s ) for refusal is found, 
it will be notified.
